out of thin spruce boards which he 
cut in his sawmill. The horn is not 
large, but the tone is big and reso¬ 
nant. Mr. DeVore hopes to find a 
market for some of his selected spruce 
among musical in“trument manufac-' 
turers. 

After breakfast we had to go up on 
the little mesa and see the garden ami 
the resei-voir which give.s the 80-foot 
fall for the water wheel which i-uns 
the .sawmill. Mrs. DeVore is mighty 
proud of that garden, as she has a 
right to be. It has helped her get a 
reputation for setting a fine table. 
She must be a busy lady, with her du¬ 
ties about the camp, as well as teach¬ 
ing the boy, Kenyon, who is out of 
reach of the schools, but who will be | 
ready for high school in another year. 
Hitting the Trail Again. 

“Well, how do you feel? Want to 
stay here and rest up until you are 
able to ride back to Sierra Madre ? 

“Go chase yourself up a manzanita 
bush. I’ll get to Pine Flats before 
you quit trying to drink Tujunga dry 
at the foot of the grade.” 

“If we go to Victor Hill’s cabin at 
Chilao we had better stock up on grub. 
This is the last place we can buy a 
meal or groceries.” 

“All right, we’ll take along enough 
for a couple of days, if you’ll carry 
your share.” 

“Don’t say I didn’t warn you when 
you give up and turn back. But since 
you insist, we’re on our way.” 

At the ranger’s cabin. “Jolly Roger” 
Bodine was just packing some trail 
tools to take down to Fletcher Hay¬ 
ward. 

“Place looks just like it did when 
we used to visit Norman Ross here.” 

On the Up Grade. 

“This is where we ought to have 
stayed the night we hiked to Sturte- 
vant’s in the dark and nearly froze 
there.” 

“Here’s where we go up the Trail 
Fork—two miles up the canyon and 
two miles of zigzag up to the Tujunga 
divide.. There’s another mountain 
crossroads. Take the trail to the left 
for Barley Flats for one of the pret¬ 
tiest spots in the mountains. Trail 
directly down the north slope con¬ 
nects with the Tujunga trail to Alder 
Creek. We take the trail to the 
right.”

“Here we are at the telephone on 
the divide. Look back at Mt. Wilson, 
only about a thousand feet higher 
than we are. Then turn around and 
look at Pine Flats. You’ve climbed 
Mt. Wilson. You ought to be able to 
make Pine Flats if you persevere. The 
elevation is about the same. Nice 
easy trail down to the creek where we 
can get a drink before we climb the 
zigzag.” 

“Look at this old miner’s pan. Won¬ 
der how long ago some prospector 
was trying to wash gold out of the 
Tujunga sand. We’ll find evidences 
all over these mountains of attempts 
to find pay dirt.” 

“On your way, boy. This is a long, 
long trail. Nice shade on every bit 
' of the trail that is covered by your 
shoe. White clay that blinds you and 
grinds to dust that chokes you. Rocks 
that roll under your feet and all the 
other trimmings to make you wi.sh 
you had stayed beside the babbling 
brook at Camp West Fork.” 

“Rave on, rave on! Here’s the first 
pine tree. Oh, boy! This is what I 
came for. A nice place to flop on the 
pine needles and get your breath. 
Look back at that trail—we’re high as 
Mt. Wilson now.”

The land is now useil as a street, hut 
is privately owned and the property 
owners desire to have it permaiientl\ 
dedicated as a street if it cun he done 
without costing them too much. The 
matter was taken inidei advisement. 

Superintendent Tom Henderson w as 
authorizeil to fence the Grand \ icw 
frontage of the water department 
tract and post signs prohibiting duiiqi- 
ing of rubbish there.

We can dig a hole and nave 
a fresh spring in no time. This whole 
flat, ten acres anyway, mu.st have Wn 
ter within a couple of yards of the 
surface.” 

“Vic and the other boys ilid a good 
summer’s work last year. Isn’t tha; 
cabin a dandy? Look at those roof 
rafters. Strong enough to support 
ten feet of snow.

OWNERSHIP 

"Municipal ownership of water and 
electricity is not only menaced, but 
restricted by the $500,000,000 water 
and power constitutional amendment,” 
said Mr. Bruce Brown, manager of the 
.Southern Board and Paper Mills at 
V’ernon, in an address to his em¬ 
ployes. "Under the provisions of this 
act, a municipality might be permit¬ 
ted to construct its own di.stribution 
system, but it would be obliged to 
I contract with the water and power 
: board for its supply of water and 
I power. This autocratic board would 
I have the right to fix rates and con- 
j trol the source of supply, making the 
I municipality absolutely subservient to 
j its dictates and abrogating all of the 
principles of home rule, which is the 
ba.si.s of municipal ownership. There 
is al.so in this initiative measure a Sfv- 
i.^ter thrust at municipalities whlcfi 
have water and power resources in 
their vicinity, upon which they have 
possibly filed, with a view to future 
development. Under this act, the wa¬ 
ter and power board has the right vo 
demand that the city either deveTop 
the prospect within a .short period or 
else forego the right to do so. f’ail- 
ure to tievelop within a period, which 
would be quite impossible and proba¬ 
bly impracticable for most cities and 
towns, would result in giving the wa¬ 
ter and power board control of the 
water or power within or adjacent to 
its boundaries, at such rates as three 
political autocrats should see fit to 
fix.”
